And His £Pajelty doth Declare, That all Ships, oꝛ other Moveable Goods what⸗ 
ſoever, which ſhall appear to be taken from the Subjects of the French King, after the 
Twenty ſirth of this inſtant Auguſt, in the Neighbouring Seas; That is to (ay, In 
the Channel, the Seas between England and lreland, as alſo in the North Seas and 
the Baltick; After the Twenty fourth of September next enſuing, from the ſaid Neigh- 
bouring Seas to Cape Saint Vincent; After the Two and twentieth of October next, 
from the laid Cape Saint Vincent to the Equinoctial Line, as well in the Ocean as in the 
Mediterranean, and elſewhere : And laſtly, After the Fourteenth of February next enſu- 
ing, on the other fide of the afozeſaid Line throughout the whole Moꝛld, without any 
erception, oz diſtinction of time oꝛ place, oꝛ without any koꝛm of P2oceſs, hall inznedi- 

- ately, and without damage, be reſtoꝛed to the Owners, accoꝛding to the ſaid Treaty. 
And hereof His Majeſty Willeth and Commandeth all His Subjects to take notice, 
and to confozm themlelves there unto.
